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REASON'S FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary reason 
for the allowance of the claims is the inclusion of the limitation for the Z substituent in 
independent claims 1 and 10 which is not found in the prior art references. In claim 1 of the 
instant application, Z is defined as a cyclic alkyl group which may have a substituent(s), a cyclic 
unsaturated alkyl group which may have a substituent(s), a lower alkyl group having a cyclic 
alkyl group which may have a substituent(s), or a lower alkyl group having a cyclic unsaturated 
alkyl group which may have a substituent(s). Some representative examples given in the 
specification for such compounds are cyclopropyl, cyclobutyl and cyclopentyl groups. This is 
found to be unobvious over the nearest prior art reference, Patent No. 6,815,428, which teaches 
the same core structure but with a diverging Z substituent-it being defined as an aralkyl group or 
a phenyl group, among other things. 

Additionally, claim 10 of the instant application defines the Z substituent to be a halo 
lower alkyl group. This too is found unobvious over the nearest prior art reference, Patent No. 
6,815,428, which teaches the same core structure but with a diverging Z substituent — a perfluoro 
lower alkyl group. This is the case inasmuch as the specification of the instant application and 
the disclosure of Patent No. 6,815,428 define a perfluoro group to mean all of the hydrogens 
bonded to the carbons of the substituent are substituted with fluorine, compared to a halo lower 
alkyl group of instant application, which could broadly be read to mean all hydrogens bonded to 
the carbons of the lower alkyl group but one are substituted with any halogen, including flourine. 
Examples of fluoro lower alkyl groups include monofluoromethyl, difluoromethyl, and 2,2- 
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difluoroethyl. Examples of perfluoro lower alkyl groups include trifluoromethyl, 
pentafluoroethyl, and heptafluoropropyl.
